Field Day: June 24 & 25 


The term ‘‘field day’’ means different things to 
different people. For hams, *‘Field Day’’ is an annual 
communications contest, sponsored by the ARRL. Initially 
designed to “‘test one’s preparedness’’ for an emergency 
Situation, the rules specify use of ‘‘temporary’’ antennas, 
and non-commercial power. Then, for the next 24 hours, 
stations try to work as many other field day stations as 
they can. 

Historically, ham ‘‘Field Day,’’ has even further 
been divided. There are those who view it as primarily 
a social, “‘fun’’ event, to be enjoyed by all (perhaps at the 
expense of winning...). And then there are those who go 
all out, and try to be #1 within their category, utilizing 
every means to extract top notch performance from their 
station, and gain every available point. 

In years past, RARS has lead the way in the “‘social’’ 
variety of field day, while the Cary ARC, for example, 
has gone the route of WINNING. 

This year, RARS will be doing BOTH. The ‘‘blood 
& guts’’ (win!) guys, headed by AB4EL & K9PM, will be 
operating out at Umstead park, just off of US 70. It’s not 
too late to join this bunch, but you’d better hurry! They 
are “‘pre-qualifying’’ rigs and antennas, doing all possible 
to insure no visits by ‘“‘Murphy.’’ For more info on this 
group’s effort, sce article "QRP Field Day", page 7. 

The “‘social’’ field day is being held out at the QTH 


i of KC4GRV, near the Wake / Granville County line. 


Headed by Ed, WA4PEN & Ron, AA4VK, this will be 
the most popular field day effort. This will be a “‘family 
style’’ event, with a big field (3 acres), anda well stocked 
fishing pond to hold the interest of those not operating. 

Five transmitting positions are planned, operating 
80 meter CW through 10 meter SSB. W4TZU is rumored 


to be setting up an OSCAR station. Each station will 
be manned by two people: the operator, and the 
‘‘logger’’ (who records all contacts in the station's log 
book). 

ALL Club members are encouraged to come- 
on out, and operate. Don’t let that Novice or Tech 
class license slow you down! The station will be 
operating with an Extra class call, and assuming your 
‘‘logger’’ has a higher class license than you, you can 
operate to the privileges of his license, up to Extra 
class. 

RARS, as personified by Andy Singer, WK2F, 
will be supplying the eats & drinks. (Andy holds a 
‘‘Master of Bar-B-Que’’ degree, and is fully ““checked 
out’’ on the charcoal grill...). Members are requested 
to bring some token goodies (covered dish type salads 
or deserts, etc.) to be shared. 

Again, this is a 24 hour event. Set up 8:00 AM 
Saturday. Operating 1:00 PM Saturday ull 1 PM 
Sunday. Feel free to come on out for as long or as 
short atime as youcan! Those brave souls wishing to 
spend the night should bring their camping essentials, 
although there will be tents & cots provided. 


DIRECTIONS TO FIELD DAY SITE: 

Take Creedmoor Rd. (US 50) north to Falls Lake. 
After you cross the lake go about 3.5 miles, you will 
see a pond on the left side of Hwy. SO. This is OLD 
WEAVER TRAIL. Turn Ieft. Go to the next paved 
road on the right, this will be CASH RD. Turn right. 
The Field Day site will be on your Ieft just past the 
next intersection on your Ieft. Watch for signs. Talk 
in on 146.04/64 & 146.52. See YOU there!

There 
will be a meeting this month to put together a technical 
committee.

Meet The Members: 
Steve Modena, 
AB4EL 


(Ed. Note: The following note is sent with each 
QSL that RARS member Steve Modena, AB4EL, sends 
Oul. Steve reports he frequently gets letters in return, 
saying how much other hams enjoyed reading it. I 
know I certainly did. Perhaps if we all did something 
similar... With the amount of information presented, I 
think you’ il agree it “*qualifies’’ as MEET THE MEM- 
BERS material!) 

‘Here is the QSL card for our QSO. If, by some 
chance, I have not filled it out correctly, please do not 
hesitate to let me know. I will correct it at my expense 
(your postage refunded in stamps). I make my own 
QSL cards so that they are cheap enough to rip up if I 
make an error. I would rather not mark over and create 
a card that the ARRL will not accept toward an award. 

Years ago I held the Conditional Class call sign 
K1ADR, but let it drop when I went to college. In mid- 
1987 I got back into the game as a Novice with the call 
sign KC4BBE. Within a few months I upgraded to 
Extra Class. I could still copy 15 wpm after 25 years of 
inactivity! 

My on-the-air activities are mainly looking for DX 
(getting close enough confirmations for DXCC), the 
3905 Century Club (mainly 75m SSB) and the GERI- 
TOL Net on 3.767 MHz. Lately I have been doing a lot 
of QRP work: a few states to go on 75 SSB and 36 
countries on 40 CW. One thing about QRP is that you 
find out who has the good station and 1s a good operator. 
I have been pulled through by some real pros. 

Iam an ARRL member and also am active in our 
local radio club, The Raleigh Amateur Radio Society 
(RARS). Our club participated in the Bicentennial by 
operating from members’ QTH with the call sign 
W200DW. I co-organized the Field Day Event last 
year and am doing it again this year. We will be QRP 
with BIG antennas on 80 thru 10 meters. Look for 
W4DW. I organized a club expedition last October to 
Mt. Mitchell, NC, which is the highest elevational point 
east of the Mississippi River (6,684 feet above sea 
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level). Finally, I am a WSYI and ARRL certified 
Volunteer Examiner and our club offers bi-monthly 
license examinations. , 

My ‘‘build-it” interests lie in antennas, transmis- — 
sion lines and matching devices. Some of this experi- — 
ence gets expressed in a regular column ‘‘Making — 
Antennas Play”’ in the RARS newsletter, the EXCITER. — 

The station (working conditions) are a TenTec ~ 
Triton IV, which was given to me by my boyhood friend — 
K1ANX to entice me back into ham radio! And a — 
Kenwood TS-430 (which is a better receiver by several 
S-units on 75 meters, BUT poorer by several 3 S-units 
on 10 meters, compared to the Triton). The antennas 
are 80 meter dipole @ 30 feet E-W; 40 plus 15 meter 
dipoles with one feed point @ 30 feet SE-NW; 20 meter 
double dipole (14.0 plus 14.25 with one feed point) 
sloping from 40 feet SE-NW; a Radio Shack 3 element 
beam re-adjusted to 10 meters. I plan to put up some 
antennas for the WARC bands very soon. Currently I 
operate my station from heavy duty emergency lighting 
type NiCad cells picked up ata recycling yard for $2 per 
1.1 volt cell. Cheaper, quieter and more reliable --but 
HEAVIER -- than a generator, when going to places 
like Mt. Mitchell for Field Day. 

I do software design and microcomputer program- 
ming for a living (for the moment). My education is in 
the plant sciences (B.S. and M.S. in Plant and Soil 
Sciences; Ph.D. in Genetics). I have traveled to Eu- 
rope, North Africa and the Middle East and lived in 
Israel for four years. Ham radio is a nice extension to 
my international adventuring! 

So much for the gab. Hope to see you on the air 
again. In the meantime do what you can to promote 
courtesy on the bands and be active. We will appear to 
need the spectrum we have only if the bands remain 
crowded!"

QRP FIELD DAY 
FINAL CALL 


This year Field Day is June 24 and 25. RARS will 
sponsor two Field Day events. This dual effort is 
welcomed by the ARRL Contest Coordinator Billy 
Lunt KRIR. 

This report concerns the ‘‘contest-style’’ QRP FD 
SIG. As noted in earlier reports in the EXCITER, the 
encampment will be in the large meadow next to the 
Maple Hill Lodge in the Crabtree Section of Umstead 
State Park off Route 70 near the RDU airport (see map). 
Use of the Lodge has been reserved from 3 p.m. EDST 
Friday June 23 until 3 p.m. EDST Sunday June 25. 

The front gate of the Park will locked overnight (9 
p.m. to 8 a.m.). Our stations will be sheltered ‘‘camp- 
ing’’ style. A few vehicles will be allowed into the 
meadow, but most vehicles will be parked at the Lodge. 
No picnic or beer bash is planned since the operators 
intend to get up from their operating positions only to 
go tothe “‘john.”’ The location is secluded and that part 
of the State Park is not designed for heavy traffic. 

OPERATING PRIVILEGES for the FD SIG at 
Umstead are based on active participation in preparing 
and building toward the Field Day Event. All others are 
welcome to visit as OBSERVERS. (This does not 
apply to the “‘social-traditional style’’ field day at an- 
other location: contact Ron Oates AA4VK or Chris 
Shackleford KC4GRV for info).

A few others have expressed an interest, but have 
not been active. There is still time to become active by 
sponsoring a station, or antenna or joining up and 
helping an existing station team. 

The Maple Hill Lodge has been reserved for 3 
p.m. EDST Friday June 9 until 3 p.m. EDST Sunday 
June 11 for adress rehearsal. This will be the CUTOFF 
POINT for joining up, qualifying rigs and antennas, and 
EARNING operating privileges for the QRP SIG Field 
Day Event. 


As noted previously, this event will be conducted 
as follows: 

Power will be limited to 5 watts output: QRP only! 

Station rigs will be powered by battery alone! 

Each band-station combo will have at least one 
multi-element antenna with a gain of at least 3 dB over 
a dipole mounted at the same height. 

Stations-antennas-operators MUST QUALIFY by 
the second weekend in June. NO LATE COMING 
stations-antennas-operators will operate at the Field 
Day. 

Antenna experimentation on Saturdays at Um- 
stead Park has become a regular activity for several of 
us. Bob has already put up a 4-element inverted-V 
beam (that’s for 80 meters!). 

Those willing to spend some TIME, develop some 
sore muscles, and join in the trials and tribulations of 
this learning effort are welcome. After the cutoff date, 
whatever bands we have not covered will be left un- 
filled and un-operated.

ARRL RIG INSURANCE?? 
CHECK YOUR SCHEDULE!! 


The ARRL program for insuring ham gear must be 
followed in detail if you expect to get your claim paid! 
Some of the procedures are not user friendly. Some 
claims have not been paid as the equipment was not 
listed on the company records. 

The policy will cover only equipment ‘‘as per 
schedule on file with the company. Newly acquired 
equipment valued under $1,000 is covered -- but only 
until the policy renews. 

Since the insurance company does not send out 
your covered equipment schedule with the renewal 
notice, you must use your memory to know which 
equipment is insured. (You must notify the insurance 
administrator at once if the value exceeds $1,000.) 
Original receipts for new gear are also required when 
making aclaim. Do not throw away those receipts after 
the warranty expires! 

If you buy used gear, a written confirmation from 
the insurance company is a good idea in order to 
guarantee that a claim on the equipment will be paid. It 
is also a good idea to obtain a bill of sale or receipt when 
you buy used ham equipment at a flea market or from 
a ham friend to prove ownership in the event of aclaim. 

If you have any doubt about the equipment you 
think you have insured, you should obtain a photocopy 


of the schedule on file with the insurance company.
